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1. At 0600 hours on 11 August four Chinese Communist motor junks each 30 to 50 
tons fought thirty minutes with the Southeast Anti -Communist Command (SEACC) 
motor junk T'lEN JUI ( 1131/3843) in the Fenghuangshan (N 27-40, E 120-50) area. 
No damage was suffered by either side. 


2. At 1400 hours on 22 August the Fukien Anti-Communist National Salvation Army 
(FACNSA) motor junk number 305 , formerly the number 8, and one motor junk from 
Wuch'iuhsu (N 25-00, E 119-28) encountered four Chinese Communist sail junks 
near Ch’ungwu (N 24-54, E 118-56). The crew of two junks nearest to the shore 
abandoned their junks and escaped j the two remaining junks, manned by 14 men, 
were captured. The junks, one with a crew of nine and the other with five, were 
taken to Wuch'iuhsu and Chinmen respectively. The captured junks carried a 
cargo of salt. 

3. At 2200 hours on 23 August the SEACC motor junk CHANG CHIANG (7022/3068) fought 
three Chinese Communist gunboats for approximately forty minutes in the Hsiang- 
chanchiang (N 29-32, E 121-4o) area. No damage was suffered by either side. 


4. On 28 August the FACNSA junk number 305 captured two Chinese Communist fishing 
junks and 11 fishermen in the Weit'ou (N 24-32, E 118-34) -Ch’ungwu area. The 
captured fishermen were natives of Ch’ungwu. 
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
